13. To remove shroud to access ignition lock, turn 
steering wheel to locate and remove 2 (P-2) screws 
on each side of steering wheel. 


14. Remove 1 (P-2) screw at tilt wheel control arm. 


15. Remove bottom portion of column shroud. 


16. Carefully remove windshield wiper control arm 
plug. This unit has one snap clip. 
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17. As shown in picture, this unit plugs into place. 


18. Remove 1 (P-2) screw at illumination ring. 


19. Carefully pull outward on cylinder 
illumination ring. 


20. With lock in “Accessory” position, depress on 
cylinder depression pin located at bottom portion of 
ignition lock housing. 
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21. Pull outward on ignition lock to remove.
